Wie A PHYSICIAN treats us for a broken bone, we express 


our gratitude. When a lawyer successfully advocates on our 
behalf, we express our gratitude. We feel obliged to thank such peo- 
ple, despite the absence of any personal relationship with them. It 
may have been nothing more than one of their professional obliga- 
tions, and yet we are grateful to them, regardless of their motives or 
intentions. An Arabic proverb holds that“Man is a slave to favors.” 

It is natural for us to feel obliged toward those who benefir us 
in some way or another, and there is no denying that the greatest 
source of blessing and mercy for the Muslim and for all of mankind 
is Muhammad, the beloved Messenger of Allah &. He was sent by 
Allah as the Mercy of the Worlds, and was chosen by Him as the 
hnal prophet to guide mankind to His path. The sacrifices he made 
are not lost on his Umma, as there are many books and sermons 
replete with references to them. Muslims, the most privileged recipi- 
ents of this source of mercy, are required to invoke blessings (salat) 


on the Messenger of Allah &. Therefore, invoking blessings upon

I bestow upon those who ask” (Tirmidhi, Darami). Whoever makes 
his entire daily regimen the recitation of the Qur4n, and this occu- 
pies him from engaging in any other form of remembrance or sup- 
plication, Allah will give him a superior reward. Similarly, here, Allah 
will take care of all the needs of the one who has designated all of his 
supplication to Allah's Beloved & (Ma‘arif al-Hadith 5:371-374, Al- 
Qawl al-Badi° 256, 287). Although the recitation of the Qur'an com- 
prises supplication and remembrance, what is essentially happening 
in both cases is that the person, in devoting his entire time to these 
acts, is expressing his reliance (tawakkul) on Allah and his love and 
connection to Him and His Messenger, and is trusting in Allah to 
take care of his needs. This involves a very high form of reliance on 
Him. Allah takes care of the affairs of such people and gives them 
the best of rewards. 

Invoking blessings is a worship that is presented to the Messenger 
of Allah #% in his grave. He & said, “Whoever sends blessings on me 
at my grave, I will hear it, and whoever sends blessings upon me away 
from it, it will be conveyed to me” (Bayhagqi, Shu‘ab al-Im4n). In fact, 
our general supplications have a greater chance of being accepted by 
Allah when they are accompanied by blessings on His Messenger &. 
“Umar ibn al-Khattab 4 relates that the Messenger of Allah & said, 
“Verily supplication is suspended between the heavens and earth, 
and it does not ascend (to the heavens] until you send blessings upon 
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your Prophet” (Tirmidhi). Abi Sulayman al-Darani says, “Invoke 
blessings at the beginning and end of your supplications. Allah is 
sure to accept both blessings and it is unlikely that Allah will not 
accept what is in between” (Zad al-Sa‘id 27). 

Numerous incidents have been related regarding the baraka gained 
by sending blessings upon the Messenger of Allah #. Unfortunately, 
it is beyond the scope of this short manual to mention them all, so 
we will mention only a few. Fakihani relates in his Al-Fajr al-Munir 
that the pious Shaykh Salih Misa al-Darir related to him an ina- 
dent. He said,” We were once at sea in a ship when a storm knownas 
the Iqlabiyya (the upturning storm) brewed up; very few people have 
been saved from such a storm. I was suddenly overwhelmed by slum- 
ber and saw the Messenger of Allah & teaching me an invocation 
(invocation 49 in this manual). He instructed that those on board 
the ship should read it one thousand times. We had not yet reached 
three hundred when Allah delivered us from the calamity and the 
vessel was saved (Al-Qawl al-Badi 415). The reason behind the com- 
pilation of the famous manual Dald’il al-Khayrat (The Waymarks of 
Benefits) is also well known. The author Muhammad ibn Sulayman 
al-Jazili was in need of water to make wudi’ during a journey. He 
was by a well, but there was no rope or pail in sight. A girl saw him in 
this state of despair and, after inquiring about his problem, spat into 
the well. The water suddenly rose to the surface and Jazili, aston- 
ished, made wud’ and asked her how she had reached such a rank. 

She told him thar it was from the baraka of invoking blessings upon 


= re | 
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the Messenger of Allah &. This inspired him to compile the famous 
manual Dala’il al-Khayrat. 

Scholars have related many experiences in regard to seeing the 
Messenger of Allah & in their dreams and have shared with us 
which invocations for blessings upon him & are most effective in 
achieving this. Sakhawi states that ic has been related that whoever 
desires to see the Prophet & in their dream should read the follow- 
ing an odd number of times:

by acts alone but is granted by Allah to whom He wills.

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The Definition of Salat and Salam 
Allah says, Allah and His angels send blessings on the Prophet: 0 
you who believe! Send blessings upon him, and salute him with all 
respect (Quran 33:56). Allah expresses the status accorded to the 
Prophet & by Him in the Higher Assembly; that He praises him in 
the presence of the intimate angels and that they also invoke blessings 
upon him. Hethen commands the inhabitants of the Lower Assembly 
to also invoke blessings and peace upon him. Therefore, blessings are 
invoked upon him throughout by the inhabitants of both the Upper 
and Lower Assemblies. Allah commands two things in this verse: one 
be is to send salat and the other is salam. With respect to salat (bless- 
ings), He says it is something that Allah and His angels do, and so we 
should do it too. No doubr, what is meant by Allah sending salat has 
to be different from our sending salat and also from how the angels 
send salat. Shaykh Muhammad Manzir Nu'mani explains chat the 
meaning of the word salat {in this context] will change according to 
who it is being attributed to. Hence salat from Allah is His send- 
ing His blessings on His Messenger &, and when it comes from the 
angels and others, it is their praying to Allah to send His blessings. 
The term salat, however, encompasses many meanings, such as hon- 
oring (takrim), ennobling (tasbrif), praising (madh), elevating ones 
status, love, compassion, blessing, mercy, intending good, and pray- 
ing for good. This same interpretation of the term salat thus can be 
attributed to Allah, His angels, and His servants, the only difference 
being that salat made by Allah would be in accordance with His High 
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Status and Power, and the angels and created beings in accordance to 
theirs. Therefore, the verse means that Allah Most High loves and 
blesses His Messenger &, treats him with compassion, showers him 
with His mercy, honors, ennobles, and praises him, elevates his sta- 
tus, and bestows upon him His favors. The angels also love, honor, 
ennoble, and praise him, and entrear Allah to raise his status, bless 
him, and shower him with his mercy. So, O believers, love, honor, 
ennoble, and praise him, and entreat Allah to raise his status to the 
praiseworthy station, accept his intercession, and shower him with 
His mercy and blessings (Ma arif al-Hadith 5:354-355).

Books and Manuals of Sending Blessings 
Many books and manuals have been compiled which elaborate vari- 
ous ways of invoking peace and blessings upon the Prophet &. The 
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most superior formulations are those which were recommended and 
related by the Messenger of Allah & himself, among which is the 
Salat Ibrahimiyya, which is recited in the final sitting of the ritual 
prayers. However, there are many profound invocations formulated 
by scholars and saints like Hasan al-Basri, ‘Umar ibn ‘Abd al-‘Aziz, 
Sufyan ibn “Uyayna, Zayn al-Abidin ‘Ali ibn al-Husayn, and Imam 
Shafi (may Allah have mercy on them all), which contain very per- 
sonal, deep, and eloquent meanings. Some of the more popular works 
and manuals on this subject are Shams al-Din al-Sakhawis Al-Qaw! 
al-Badi fi 1-Salat ‘ala ‘1-Habib al-Shafi (this has been considered a 
compendium on the subject), Aba ‘Abdillah al-Numayri al-Malikis

TSalam, Abu 1-Qasim ibn Bashkuwal's Kitab al-Qurba ila Rabb al.

Taala “alaybi wa ‘ala Althi wa Sabbihi Ajman, Ibn al-Qayyim al-

and Muhammad ibn Sulayman al-Jazali's Dala’il al-Khayrat. Other 
scholars who have written on the subject include Majd al-Din al- 
Fayrizabadi, Abu 1-Shaykh Ibn Hayyan, Abu ‘I-Fath Ibn Sayyid 
al-Nas al-Yamuri, Muhibb al-Din al-Tabari, and more recently 
Shaykh Ashraf ‘Ali Thanawi, Shaykh Zakariyya Khandhlawi, and 
Shaykh Muhammad ibn al“Alawi al-Maliki. Reciting blessings on 
the Prophet & has come to represent an important part of many 
people's daily routine because of the blessing, mercy, and content- 
ment that descends upon and inundates them, their families, and 
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their homes. As such, many scholars and laypersons have felt greatly 
honored and obliged to compile, publish, and republish manuals and 
make them available to rhe masses. 


The Salawat in This Manual 

Part one consists of a collection of fifty invocations for blessings and 

peace upon the Messenger of Allah &, of which the first forty were 

compiled from the hadiths by Hakim al-Umma Mawlana Ashraf 

‘Ali Thanawi in his Zad al-Sa‘td (Provision for the Fortunate). The 

first twenty-five of these mainly consist of the different versions of 

the Salat Ibrahimiyya. These are followed by fifteen invocations for 

mercy (salam), mainly consisting of the different versions of tashah- 

hud related in the hadiths. Shaykh Thanawi states that they are all 
marfa narrations from the Messenger of Allah & himself. Though 
a few seem to originate from a Companion, he states that they are 
most likely also learned from the Messenger & himself. Hence, it 
makes them marfa as well (marfa° hukmi). This collection by Hakim 
al-Umma became more well-known through Shaykh Zakariyya 
Kandhlawis Fadail Durad Sharif (Virtues of the Noble Salar) 
in which they were quoted, and then even more so through being 
published independently in the form of small booklets by Safi 
Muhammad Iqbal of Madina al-Munawwara, after which they have 
been distributed in the thousands by various individuals and orga- 
nizations, It is a graceful and lucid collection that has been read the 
world over for decades.

the subject, and Sakhawis Al-Qawl al-Badi;, to which reference has 
also been provided after every narration. 

Part two of the manual consists of brief invocations featuring the 
Ninety-Nine Names of Allah Most High, coupled with the artn- 
butes of His beloved Messenger &. They were compiled and com: 
posed by our beloved Shaykh Mawlana Yusuf ibn Sulayman Motala, 
_ the rector and Shaykh al-Hadith of Darul Uloom, Bury, UK. He 
explains in his introduction that there are relatively few invocations 
transmitted by the Companions; many more have been composed 
by people who came later. Among them one will find many rhym- 
ing invocations, which contribute to a smoother recital and ease of 
memorization, and thus they are read with great interest and plea- 
sure. In this collection, the shaykh has coupled with each one of the 
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sending salat and reciting the names of Allah; the Names of Allah 
will become easier to memorize, regarding which the Messenger of 
Allah & has said, “Allah has Ninety-Nine Names. Whoever memo- 
rizes them will enter Paradise”; and by frequently repeating the 
names of His Messenger &, his love and respect will settle into one's 
heart. 

In this collection, readers will notice that some of the names 
used in the Arabic for the Messenger of Allah & are the same as 
those used for Allah Most High. The shaykh explains that this 
should not be taken as a form of polytheism, since names like Ra‘if 
(Compassionate, Kind) and Rahim (Most Merciful), which are 
among the Ninety-Nine Names of Allah, have also been used for 
His Messenger & in the Quran. For instance, Allah says, “To the 
Believers is he [i.e., the Messenger] most kind and merciful” (Qur'an 
9:128). When names and qualities are attributed to Allah, they are 
considered to be His essential qualities and transcendently complete 
and perfect, whereas when they are attributed to created beings, they 
are but the limited and imperfect qualities which Allah has gener- 
ously created for them (see introduction to Salat wa Salam ‘ala Sayyid 
al-Anam by Shaykh Yusuf Motala). 


Ninety-Nine Names of Allah, an attribute of Allah's Messenger &. 
More than sixty of these Names were taken from Sakhawi's Al-Qawl 
al-Badi and the remainder from other sources. Wherever a matching 
attribute could not be found, he abandoned the scale in that invo- 
cation and used another related attribute. There are many benefits 
to this collection: one will receive the reward and blessings of both 


All the invocations in this manual have been translated afresh 
and are not revisions of any existing translations. For convenient, 
uninterrupted reading, the Arabic invocations have been placed on 
one side with their English translation on the facing side. A translit- 
eration of all the invocations has been included for those who have

was a towering figure of Islamic revival and reawakening of South Asia in the twen 
tieth century. He was the most eminent religious figure of his time, a prolific author 
and believed to be one of the greatest scholars and siifis of modern India. A great 


writer, a spiritual jurist, an intellectual sage, and a fortifer of Islamic tradition, he 
passed away in 1362/1943. 


SHAYKH YusuF 1BN SULAYMAN Mora ta, considered today by many as one of 
the greatest visionaries and preservers of the faith in the UK, was born 1366/1946 
in Gujarat, India. He began his studies at Jamea Husainia in Rander, Gujarat and 
graduated from the renowned Mazahir Uloom in Saharanpur. He became one of 
the senior disciples of the late Shaykh al-Hadith Mawlina Muhammad Zakariyya 
Kandhlawi. In 1387/1968, upon the instructions of his Shaykh, he immigrated to 
England to set up what has been heralded as the first Islamic seminary in the West, 
Darul Uloom Al-Arabiyyah Al-Islamiyyah in Holcombe, Bury, Lancashire. This 
seminary, established in 1392/1973, has succeeded in producing hundreds of schol- 
ars and alumni, who after studying under the Shaykh, are spread around the globe 
teaching and serving the religion of Allah. Shaykh Yusuf is also the founder and 
patron of numerous other Islamic institutions around the world, and is the author 
of several books. His Obedience to the Messenger (Itd‘at al-Rasil) is particularly 
noteworthy in that his love and respect for the Messenger of Allah & can be seen 
deeply ingrained in every word in it. He currently holds the position as the rector 
and senior lecturer of hadith ar the seminary, and has been teaching the Sabih al- 


Bukhari and other works for a number of years, along with fulfilling his position as 
a spiritual teacher to many. 


HE GREATEST source of blessings and mercy for the Muslim and for all 
of mankind is Muhammad, the Beloved Messenger of Allah %, sent 


as a Mercy to the Worlds. Muslims, as the most privileged recipients 
of this mercy, are required to invoke blessings (sa/at) upon him, and doing 
so holds great reward; the Messenger #& said, “Whoever sends one blessing 
upon me, Allah will send ten blessings upon him” (Muslim). Abd Muhammad 
al-Marjani says, “Your invoking blessings upon him is in reality praying for 
yourself since the benefits of it are returning to you.” 

According to the hadith master, Shams al-Din al-Sakhawi, the benefits of 
sending blessings on Allah’s Messenger % are numerous: Allah, His angels, 
and His Messenger send mercy upon the one who invokes blessings. Such a 
person’s wrongdoings are expiated, his good deeds increased and purified, 
and his status elevated. Whoever makes it his complete regimen by day and 
night, both his worldly and otherworldly matters are taken care of. He is 
shown his abode in Paradise before his death, his wealth is increased, and 
more than one hundred needs of his are fulfilled . . . 

This short manual consists of fifty invocations of blessings upon the 
Messenger of Allah #6, most transmitted from the Messenger #% himself. It 
also includes another ninety-nine invocations, composed by Shaykh Yusuf 
Motala, which beautifully couple the Names of Allah with attributes of His 
Beloved Messenger #5. Set out in vowelled Arabic script, with facing English 
translation, this handy edition also includes transliteration for ease of use.
